Heavy Snow Makes 
Travel Difficult 



Burgess Issues Warning 
On Cleaning Sidewalks 



After a week of alternate ice and 
slush, Narberth is emerging from 
the heavy snow which inundated 
the countryside last Friday. 

Very few motorists took their 
cars from the garage last Friday 
and Saturday, and those who did 
experienced most of the thrills of 
Arctic exploration. Stalled cars, 
which had careened into ditches, and 
cars caught in drifts were common 
sights. 

Ray Weiss memorized a set 
speech for the phone. It ran : "Yes, 
sir, we have chains. The man is 
out with several sets now, but when 
he comes back he will come right 
over.'' Tow ropes were also ' at a 
premium, and several ambitious mo- 
torists carried a box of ashes in the 
rear of their car for possible need. 

The borough forces were on the 
job shortly after the snow stopped 
falling and hauled away the excess 
from the gutters on Haverford ave- 
nue. Street Commissioner Suplee 
was kept busy warning shopkeepers 
to remove the snow from their 
walks, but progress was slow. 

Throughout the borough there 
was noticeable laxity in the clearing 
of pavements. The plow was sent 
through but removed but a part of 
the snow. The remainer softened 
under the sun and later turned to 
ice. 

The walking was very bad in 
places. Burgess Carl B. Metzger, 
on observing the conditions, warned 
a number of householders of the 
borough law requiring pavements to 
be cleared. He issued this state- 
ment yesterday; 

"Warning is given the residents 
of the borough that the ordinance 
covering the removal of ^uenv. and 
ice from the sidewalk will be en- 
forced. Twenty-four hours after a 
storm sidewalks must be cleared or 
summons will be issued and the 
owners or tenants will be fined. As 
the fine will be from $10' to $25 it 
will pay better to clear the sidewalks 
promptly. The borough forces are 
kept busy trying to keep the cross- 
ings clean and assisting the people 
by running the snow plow, but it 
must be understood that everyone 
has a responsibility to see that their 
sidewalk is cleaned and cleaned 
promptly." 

The first big snow- of the season 
caused a very busy time for con- 
tractors for Montgomery county, 
who have engaged to keep roads 
open. 

Last year they did not make a 
cent, nor did snow cause a cent of 
expense to the county. The con- 
tracts all expired on March 31 and 
a few days later the only big- snow 
of the year fell. Two of the roads 
were cleaned after that snowfall, 
this being done by private ar- 
rangement between the County 
Commissioners and the contract- 
ors at the regular price. These 
roads were the Germantown pike, 
which cost $130.88, and the Hat- 
field pike, which cost $40. 

The contractors agree to fur- 
nish sufficient scrapers, trucks 
and labor to keep the roads open, 
and they are supposed to start in 
.soon after the snow begins to fall 
and not to wait until a foot or 
more is on the ground. They are 
paid by the hour and the contract 
price for labor varies from 60 to 
70 cents per hour. The higher 
rate obtaining the closer the roads 
approach to the larger towns and 
cities. 

The work of keeping the roads 
open during the season of ] 924-25 
has been awarded to the follow- 
ing :

Samuel Sowers — Souderton and 
Gerysville pike, Hatfield pike, 
Telford pike, Hatfield and Union 
pike. 

John Mitchell — Gwynedd pike, 
West Point pike, Lansdale pike, 
Spring House and Sumneytown 
pike.

FINE 22 IN ARDMORE 

For Passing Traffic Light on Lan- 
caster Avenue, 

That Chairman Mackey, of the 
Township Police and Eire Commit- 
tee, meant what he said when he 
warned motorists recently to head 
the traffic lights cm Lancaster pike 
in Ardmore was impressed upon 22 
drivers last week. 

Twenty-two motorists and truck 
drivers who ran past synchronized 
"stop" signals in Ardmore were 
fined $5 and costs by Magistrate 
Stillwagon in the Ardmore police 
station last Wednesday. 



Under considerably different aus- 
pices from those obtaining in the 
1923 General Assembly, the Main 
Line will again be represented in the 
1925 session by State Senator 
Fletcher W. Stites, of Narberth, 
and Assemblyman Benjamin H. 
Ludlow, of Ardmore. 

Two years ago Governor Pinchot 
was paramount. He virtually named 
the Speaker, laid down a program, 
and most of it was carried out. It 
was a Pinchot session. 

Throughout that session Mr. 
Stites, the representative in the up- 
per house from Montgomery coun- 
ty, was the recognized Pinchot 
leader there. He was considered 
very close to the Governor in many 
ways. 

Similarly Mr. Ludlow held the 
post of Pinchot floor leader in the 
lower house, although he was re- 
garded as less positively a "Pinchot 
man." The Governor and his re- 
gime stood for many things in 
which Mr. Ludlow believed, hence 
the association. 

Now with the Vare-Grundy com- 
bination pushing the Governor's 
forces into the background, it is 
likely that either Senator Stites or 
Assemblyman Ludlow will be called 
upon to play the same prominent 
parts they did two years ago. But 
that they will be factors in their 
respective houses there is no doubt. 

While neither is a "machine man" 
and Senator Stites fought the Mont- 
gomery county • political organiza- 
tion, neither is an anti-organization 
man. 

Mr. Ludlow faces a vigorous at- 
tack; especially from-Philadelphia; 
upon the law, called the "Ludlow 
parole bill," which he presented and 
put through in 1923. This law pre- 
scribed that the minimum penalty 
for a crime could not exceed one- 
half the maximum. 

Taking the position that the 
operation of the Ludlow act seri- 
ously interferes with the imposition 
of adequate sentences in the Courts 
of the State, many Judges and Dis- 
trict Attorneys in the Common- 
wealth have indorsed a movement 
designed to repeal this law. 

A repealer is to be introduced by 
Senator Augustus F. Daix, of the 
Seventh district, of Philadelphia. 

The Pinchot administration is ex- 
pected to make an effort to maintain 
the Ludlow act in its present form. 

In its actual operation the Lud- 
low act, according to a number of 
Judges, has proved a serious handi- 
cap in the imposition of sentence in 
second-degree murder cases. Some 
months back, Judge Harry S. 
McDevitt, of Philadelphia, in 
passing sentence on a man convicted 
of murder in the second degree, ig- 
nored the limits set by the Ludlow 
act by imposing the limit, or 20 
years, with a minimum of 15. 

Judge McDevitt held that theact 
was unconstitutional and other jur- 
ists indorsed his ruling. The Su- 
preme Court, however, held the act 
was constitutional and Judge Mc- 
Devitt was forced to reimpose sen- 
tence. This fixed the minimum at 
10 years or one-half the maximum. 
In other words, it cut five years 
from the sentence of a man con- 
victed of second degree murder, 
since it is the custom to parole pris- 
oners at the expiration of their min- 
imum term, provided their behavior 
has been good.

MRS- ANNA B. PATT1S0N 

Widow of Ex-Governor Dies in Nar- 
berth. 
Mrs. Robert E. Pattison, widow 
of the last Democratic Governor of 
Pennsylvania, who twice was elec- 
ed to that office, died Sunday at the 
home of her son, Robert E. Pattison, 
Jr., 312 Chestnut avenue. She was 
in her seventy-fifth year and had 
been ill for several months. 

The funeral was held on Wednes- 
day from her late residence. Inter- 
ment was at West Laurel Hill 
Cemetery. 

Mrs. Pattison was Miss Anna Bar- 
ney Smith, daughter of Edwin A. 
and Lavinia Smith, of Philadelphia. 
She was born on December 1, 1850, 
and was married to Mr. Pattison on 
November 28, 1872, immediately 
after Mr. Pattison had been admit- 
ted to the Philadelphia Bar. He im- 
mediately took an interest in Demo- 
cratic politics and, on a Fusion 
ticket, was elected City Controller in 
1877, serving until 1882, when he 
was elected Governor, receiving the 
Democratic nomination and the sup- 
port of the independent Republi- 
cans. 

Mrs. Pattison was mistress of the 
Executive Mansion from 1883 to 
1887, and again from 1891 to 1895, 
when Mr. Pattison was re-elected 
after being out for one term. Again, 
in 1902, Mr. Pattison was a candi- 
date, but was defeated. He retired 
then from politics and devoted him- 
self to the practice of the law. He 
died on August 1, 1904, leaving his 
widow and children without any 
wealth, as he had been noted in poli- 
tics as the most upright and high- 
principled of statesmen, who re- 
fused to take advantage of shady 
ways of making money. 

After Mr. Pattison died, Mrs. 
Pattison was in straits, and her son, 
Robert E. Pattison, Jr., had to give 
up a promising college career and go 
to work. In 1922 Young Bob beat 
the organization candidate for the 
Democratic nomination for Lieuten- 
ant Governor, but was defeated. 

* Mfsr Pattison is ~survrved~ by her 
son and two brothers, Ellwood 
Smith, of this city, and Edwin 
Smith, of Atlantic City. She had 
two other children, Robert Henry, 
who died when quite young, and 
Mrs. Levenia Russei Perry, who 
died several years ago.

Dog Licenses. 

Warning has come from county 
headquarters that dog licenses for 
1925 must be secured by Janu- 
ary 15. All dogs must be licensed 
mless under six months old, in 
which case they must be regis- 
tered when they reach that age. 

The licenses can be secured 
from the County Treasurer or 
through any Justice of the Peace, 
Alderman, Magistrate or Notary. 

The fine for failure to secure 
tags is not more than $100 or three 
months in county prison. 

Dogs without tags may be im- 
pounded or shot. 

State inspectors are rigidly 
orosecuting under the dog laws 
if 1917 and 1921. • 



Community Club Hears 
Drs. King and Froelicher 

There was much nodding of 
heads and many smiles of appre- 
ciation as Dr. LeRoy A. King and 
Dr. Francis F. Froelicher talked 
of present-day methods of educa- 
tion and compared them with 
those methods under which many 
of the audience had been trained. 

Dr. Froelicher comes from the 
Oak Lane Country Day^ School, 
where they are using the Dalton 
system of education. Before 
speaking of his school, he told of 
other methods, such as socialized 
education, where there is no 
formal atmosphere and no drill- 
master; of the method in which 
the child is left alone to develop 
as he shows initiative, and how in 
some schools it is possible for a 
child to take an examination 
every two weeks and in six weeks' 
time be way ahead of other chil- 
dren of his class. At the Oak 
Lane School, while there is plenty 
of freedom, yet there are also re- 
strictions. They use the intelli- 
gence test to help them place the 
child and they give every opportu- 
nity for self-expression in the 
classroom. 

Dr. King came laden down with 
charts to illustrate his talk. He 
first emphasized the fact that in- 
dividuals differ and cannot be 
trained in the same way. This 
statement he proved when, by his 
charts, he showed the chronologi- 
cal and mental ages of children in 
various studies and by statistics 
showed that in most schools the 
mental ages in the same class 
varied five points. 

His story of the Winnetka 
School, near Chicago, was most 
interesting. Here they revised 
their' old textbooks to suit their 
own needs. The course is divided 
into so many goals and as the 
child finishes one goal he goes on 
to the next. In this way he is pro- 
moted as he passes each goal and 
so no one is ever "left down." 

The four points to remember in 
the Winnetka plan are: 1. It aims 
to give complete expression in the 
course of study. 2. The attempt 
is made to measure the efficiency 
with which the pupils have met 
these goals. 3. Leading up to 
these tests, booklets are prepared 
of practice exercises. 4. Individ- 
ual subject promotion. This sys- 
tem is practically the same as the 
Dalton Plan.

Library Transfers Many Volumes 

from Rental Collection to Free 

Shelves. 

Aside from voluntary contribu- 
tions of money and reading matter, 
the income of the Community 
Library is derived solely from the 
rental of new books to adults at two 
cents a day (minimum charge, ten 
cents). On these rentals the library 
has achieved all its growth and 
service. There is now, however, a 
large collection of books which are 
loaned free of charge and which it 
is the desire of the library to m- 
crease steadily. This free collection 
is augmented at the beginning of 
each year by transferring to it from 
the rental collection all books pub- 
lished in the third previous year, 
leaving in the rental collection only 
the books of the current year and 
of the two previous years. 

Under this system all books pub- 
lished in 1922 became available for 
the free group on January 1, 1925. 
This transfer was made last week 
by Mrs. E. A. Muschamp, the 
librarian in charge of circulation, 
and her two assistants, Mrs. H. P. 
Moore and Miss Marian Trotter. It 
took them an entire morning to 
make the transfer and, in view of 
the frequent complaints that come 
in concerning the difficulty in mak- 
ing ' the "rental collection" labels 
stick, it was amusing to hear their 
comments on the difficulties they 
encountered in making these same 
labels come off. 

By this transfer 124 books, which 
have previously been available on a 
rental basis only, are now on the 
free list. These include such well- 
known and popular books as: "This 
Freedom/' by Hutchinson; "Bab- 
bitt," by Sinclair Lewis; "The 
Cathedral," by Hugh Walpole ; 
"The Breaking Point." by Mary 
Roberts Rinehard ; "Spinster of 
This aPrish," by W. B. Maxwell, 
and "Gentle Julia," by Booth Tar- 
kington.
